Atom Power Plant Designed 
For Subs Put In Operation 


WASHINGTON. March 31 
— 
The United States today announced 
a m ajor forward step in the atomic 
race with Russia—the first actual 
operation of an atomic power plant 
designed for submarines. 
The atomic sub is expected to 
revolutionize 
undersea 
warfare, 
and a congressman predicted in 
tim e of war it may run surface 
vessels completely off the seas. 
The Atomic Energy Commission 
disclosed that it had successfully 
placed in operation—on dry land 
only—a test duplicate of an atomic 
device which will be placed in the 
world's 
first 
known 
A-powered 
submersible; 
the 
USS 
Nautilus, 
now under construction 
Navy men say the atomic sub 
will be able to cruise thousands 
of miles without refuelling. They 
say it will move faster, dive deeper 
and be far more stealthy in mili­ 
ta ry m aneuvers than any conven­ 
tional sub now' afloat. 
The big advantage of atomic sub­ 
m arines over conventional 4ypes is 
that uranium fuel does not require 


air for combustion. 
An 
atomic 
sub 
w o n t 
require 
batteries 
for 
submerged 
opera­ 
tions, and therefore wouldn't have 
to surface to recharge those bat­ 
teries like an ordinary sub does. 
In theory, an atomic sub could 
stay submerged for days, weeks, 
perhaps even months, depending 
on the am ount of atomic fuel it 
carrys and upon limitations of the 
subm arine’s hum an crew.

vessel w'ould lie able to travel thou­ 
sands of miles at top speed on 
only a few’ pounds of uranium.

hearths were cooled and sealed. 
Without raw steel to process into 
finished products, finishing mills 
had to close.

Sources closest to the workings 
reported the reductions were ex­ 
tended by about another $150,000. 
If that were so, the $290,000 out 


back tonight would mean the net 
House cuts were restored by about 
$140,000.

Given the chance the UN trw ps could have captured 
practically all of the Red.s' heavy equipment and could 
have taken two or three hundred thousand prtsoners. 
Then came the chain of events by which the cynical 
Russians gained a complete re.^-pite for their Chinese 
allies under the guise of truce talks. 
Apparently we are seeing a soldier hurting under 
the limitations of a twilight war 
a kind which he 
had never been trained to fight. The frustrations of 
chasing a mirage, of punching under water, of watch­ 
ing good men die while the niceties of diplomacy were 
given top priority was too much for him. We think he 
1.«! hoping that the public will gain by his experience. 
We believe that it will.

Wire-Tapping Evidence 


Attorney General Brownell will .soon a.sk ( ongre.s.s, 
according to Justice I>partment .sourcc.s, to authorize 
the u.se of evidence obtained by wire-tapping in e.splon- 
age cases. This would be no new propixsal. 
In 1949, for instance, the Truman admini.stration 
.supported a bill to legalize evidence from wire-tapping 
by m ilitary intelligence or F’B I agenUs authorized by 
the attorney general to tap. Earlier, Attorney.s G en­ 
eral Jackson and Mitchell had wanted wire-tapping 
legalized, “ under .some appropriaU' .safeguard,” in 
narcotic, extortion and rarketoering ca.se.s. 
However, too many members of Congre.ss, espe­ 
cially in the Senate, agreed with the late Ju.stiee 
Holmes that when the government engaged in wire­ 
tapping, It engaged in a “ dirty bu.slne.s.s;” and with 
the late Justice Brandei.s, who deelared in hLs dl.s.sent 
in the Olmstead case of 1928; “ Writs of a.s.slstanee and 
general warrants are but puny in.struments of tyranny 
and oppre.sslon*when cnmpared with wire-tapping ” 
Tlie Supreme Court ha.s refu.sed to declare wire­ 
tapping Illegal In Itself. W hat the court ha.s ruled, in 
the two Naedene cases of 1937 and 1939, l.s that evidence 
obtained by wire-tapping may not be used in federal 
court ca.se.s. 
The court based Its deeusion.s on a section of the 
1934 Communications Act forbidding the interception 
of a eommunieation and the divulgence of the Inter­ 
cepted eommunleatlon. 
On January 28, 1952, tlie 
Supreme Court unanimously upheld two lower courts 
in invalidating the two convictmn.s (in the District of 
Columbia and New York» of Judith Coplon 
for turn­ 
ing government documents over to a Soviet agent 
on 
the grounds that her arrest was illegal and that wire­ 
tapped evidence was u.sed again.st her.

W ASHINGTON — The American 
people were denied by the Iruman- 
Acheson administration not only 
the truth about a serious shortage 
of ammunition for the troops in 
Korea but the important fact that 
the steel strike of a year ago 
played a 
vital part in bringing 
about that shortage. 
Notwithstanding this tragic, oc­ 
currence, union-labor leaders are 
urging the repeal of the provisions 
of the present law which permit the 
government to seek injunctions m 
the courts to require continuous 
operation of plants for at least an 
80-day period m a national emer­ 
gency. 
Walter Reuthor. head of the CIO. 
testified before the House Commit­ 
tee on Labor here on March 12 
last as follows: 


“ There 
have 
not 
been 
many 
strikes in our entire history which 
have had a seriously disabling ef­ 
fect on our economy. These strikes 
are very rare indeed. 
“ Just the other day Mr. David 
Cole, the present head of the F'ed- 
eral 
Conciliation 
and 
Mediation 
Service, 
declared, 
and 
I quote; 
There has been no strike in the 
last dozen years which truly threat­ 
ened the national welfare'.’’ 
What do Messrs. 
Reuther and 
Cole think it is necessary to do bj 
way of damage before the “ na 
tional 
welfare” 
is 
threatened? 
Would {he killing of a lot of Ameri­ 
can boys in Korea as a result of 
a shortage of ammunition be a 
“ threat to the national w elfare"? 
Quotes General Clark 
The parents and relatives of boys 
brought home from Korea in cas­ 
kets — some 23.(KK) boys have been 
killed in Korea — might think any­ 
thing that affects the war there ad­ 
versely. like an ammunition short­ 
age. could be considered a threat 
to national morale as well as to 
the lives of all boys in the F'ar 
F^astern war whose safety is jeo­ 
pardized. 
Here is what General 
Van F'leet told the Senate Armed 
Services Committee on March 10: 
“ Under date of September 3. 
1952, I was informed in a message 
from General Mark Clark, and I 
quote: 
“ ‘Steel strike has seriously re­ 
duced the amount of ammunition 
being received on new production. 
Present estimates are that approx­ 
imately 37 per cent of artillery 
ammunition 
production 
for 
1952 
has been lost. 
'The above-listed 
ammunition are the most critical 
type 
All ammunition containing 
sizeable quantities of steel are af­ 
fected and expenditure should be 
reviewed accordingly’." 
F'our days after receiving that 
message. General Van Fleet sent 
a telegram to all his field com­ 
manders ordering them to be care­ 
ful in expending ammunition, and 
he said: 
“ In a recent message, the De­ 
partment of the Arm y has advised 


that the last steel strike has seri­ 
ously affected ammunition produc­ 
tion and forecasts a loss of 37 per 
cent in artillery amnounition pro­ 
duction for 1952.'’ 
Then General Van F'leet told hi^ 
commanders 
what 
to do 
about 
avoiding raids which usually re­ 
quire above-normal expenditure of 
ammunition. 
But. 
unfortunately, 
the enemy could make raids at 
will, and the American troops were 
supposed to sit down and w'ait and 
hope 
that 
the 
enemy 
offensive 
wouldn’t be severe enough to chal­ 
lenge the shortage in ammunition. 
The steel strike, of course, came 
about in June and Ju ly 19.52 after ^ 
President Truman refused to use 
the 80-day injunction provisions of 
the Taft-ilartley Law. 
He said at 
the time that the stoppage gf steel 
production would adversely affect 
the defense program. 
Rut. even 
with the strike in progress, he de­ 
clined nevertheless to use the pow­ 
ers which Congress formally re­ 
quested him to employ. 
As a con­ 
sequence, the unlawful seizure of 
the steel plants which he ordered 
in April 19.52 was rever.sed by th« 
Supreme Court. There was a long

in 
production. 
'The 
full effects of the fiasco are only 
now being revealed. 
Had Barter Arrangement 
Just why M r. Truman refused to 
use the 80-day injunction provision.^ 
W'as never explained by him except 
with the argument that the union 
said it had already waited 80 days 
beyond its contract period — as if 
what the union thought was moro 
important 
than 
national 
welfare 
considerations. 
It has been dis­ 
closed that the late Phil M urray, 
head of the CIO. entered into a 
barter arrangement with President 
Truman 
whereby, 
if 
the 
.strike 
were postponed for a few weeks 
ea< y 
in 
1952. 
the 
government 
would not use the Taft-Hartley Act 
provisions. Such a deal is unheard 
of in the history of American gov­ 
ernment, because it means that 
the maneuvers of a private organi­ 
zation — a labor union — in its 
efforts to win a negotiation with 
employers were deemed more im­ 
portant than the national welfare. 
A’et, in the face of these facts, 
there are labor loaders today try­ 
ing again to persuade the Congress 
to abandon the present safeguards 
which provide for court injunctions 
when the national welfare is threat­ 
ened. 
These provisions of law ar«» 
discretionary with a President at 
present but. after the story of the 
ammunition shortage in Korea, the 
Congress may feel it desirable to 
consider seriously whether or not 
such provisions .should be made 
mandatory. 
Only by such a com­ 
pulsory provision of law can am­ 
munition and other serious short­ 
ages in wartime be prevented from 
happening 
as

What's Eating Van Fleet? 


At last the .story G eneral Jam es Van Fleet told 
membrr.s of the Senate Armed Services Committee 
behind closed doors is public property. A transcript of 
his testimony on am m unition shortages and other 
blunders during the general's 22 months as field com ­ 
mander in Korea has been released. After reading it, 
at least a partial answer to the riddle of the general’s 
conduct since his return home becomes clear. 


At one time in M ay 1951 General Van Fleet says 
am m unition dumps in the rear areas were down to 
zero. All the am m unition in Korea was stacked around 
the guns in forward positions. They squeaked through 
by setting up an a irlift from Japan. 


Even in the face of the denial by the A rm y’s chief 
of staff. G eneral J. Law ton Collins. General Van Fleet 
stuck to his empty guns. There was a shortage, but 
things are better now. There is no shortage now for 
the simple reason that we are fighting a sit-down war. 
If the UN troops were suddenly ordered to go on the 
offensive therp would be a shortage. Tile same short­ 
age would occur if the enemy were to launch a full 
scalp attack along the whole battle line 


W h a t’s eating h im ? In Ju n e 1951, the Reds were 
on the run. 
Their supply situation was completely 
snafued, their units were demoralized and out of touch. 
The general was crying to have “ them ” turn him loose. 
G iven the chance the UN troops could have captured 
practically all of the Reds' heavy equipment and could 
have taken two or three hundred thousand prisoners 
Then came the cham of events by which the cynical 
Russians gained a complete respite for their Chinese 
allies under the guise of truce talks. 
Apparently we are seeing a soldier hurting under 
the lim itations of a tw ilight war 
a kind which he 
had never been trained to fight. The frustrations of 
chasing a mirage, of punching under water, of w atch ­ 
ing good men die while the niceties of diplomacy were 
given top priority was too much for him. We think he 
is hoping th at the public will gain by his experience. 
W e believe that It will. 


Wire-Tapping Evidence 


Attorney General Brownell will soon ask Congress, 
according to Justice Departm ent sources, to authorize 
the use of evidence obtained by wire-tapping in espion­ 
age cases. This would be no new proposal. 
In 1949, for Instance, the Trum an adm inistration 
supported a bill to legalize evidence from wire-tapping 
by m ilitary Intelligence or F B I agents authorized by 
the attorney general to tap. Farber, Attorneys G e n ­ 
eral Jarkson and M itchell had wanted wire-tapping 
legalized, 
“ under some appropriate safeguard,” 
in 
narcotic, extortion and racketeering cases. 
However, too m any members of Congress, espe­ 
cially in the Senate, agreed with the late Justice 
Holmes th at when the government engaged In w ire­ 
tapping, It engaged in a “ dirty business;” and with 
the late Justice Brandeis, who declared in his dissent 
in thp Olmstead case of 1928; “ W rits of assistance and 
general w arrants are but puny instrum ents of tyranny 
and oppression’when compared with wire-tapping ” 
The Supreme Court has refused to declare w ire­ 
tapping illegal In Itself. W h at the court has ruled, In 
the two Naedene cases of 1937 and 1939, Is that evidence 
obtained by wire-tapping may not be used In federal 
court cases. 
The court based its decisions on a section of the 
1934 Com m unications Art forbidding the Interception 
of a com m unication and the divulgence of the in te r­ 
cepted com munication. 
On 
Ja n u a ry 28. 
1952, 
the 
Suprem e Court unanim ously upheld two lower courts 
In invalidating the two convictions Un the District of 
Columbia and New York* of Ju d ith Coplon 
for tu rn ­ 
ing governm ent documents over to a Soviet agent 
on 
the grounds that her arrest was illegal and that w ire­ 
tapped evidence was used against her. 


Will Albania Revolt? 


Hopes of an early revolt in Albania to throw off 
the rule of Moscow have been raised by a newspaper 
story published in Paris. The story should he regarded 
with the greatest skepticism, but it Is easy to see the 
inspiration for the wishful thinking on which it Is 


based. 
An Albanian Communist named Apostnl Taanefi, 
according to the Parts Press, has set up government- 
In-exile 
headquarters In Yugoslavia with 
the full 
knowledge, if not the open support, of Yugoslavia’s 
Tito. Taanefi claim s to have a force of 50,000 guerillas, 
already controlling about one-third of the country. 
They have plenty of rifles and machine guns, but are 
otherwise poorly armed and equipped 
So, however, Is the national Albanian arm y. which 
also numbers about 50,000. Taanefi says the guerillas 
are nearly ready to strike, and that most of Albania's 
1 500.000 people, who hate Russia will support the 


revolt. 
Moscow has bern showing unm istakable signs of 
worry about her European satellites for m any months 
Albania might be the first to revolt, as it Is the only 
one where the Russian army could not move effec­ 
tively against an uprising. 
But there is no reliable 
news from inside Albania, which is sealed off from 


the rest of the world. 
Russia has shown herself such a harsh master 
th at her prospects of holding her empire together 
Indefinitely have always seemed poor. Leaders loyal 
to Moscow live in constant fear of purge trials and 
execution 
This sort of rule never endures. 


Rival Of Coal 


‘ Restrict imports of residual oil," Is a cry set up 
by some sections of 
the coal 
industry, in 
which 
activity Is down, and by some members of Congress 
from coal-producing states. The pressures along this 
line don’t exactly help the Eisenhower adm inistration 
in trying to keep our import channels open. 
Residual fuel oil has been called the “ sawdust of 
the oil industry.'’ It is the residue left after gasoline, 
kerosene, household fuel oil. and other refined products 
have been distilled from crude oil. 
It Is used largely in power generating plants, 
especially of utilities, in certain types of factories, and 
in ships 
Just how much it competes with coal In 
these outlets depends largely on the price relationships 


between the two. 
About 20 per cent of all domestic crude becomes 
“ resid,” although the percentage may be higher for a 
few types of our crude 
But much of the crude from 
Venezuela, refined chiefly in the Netherlands W est 
Indies, may go into “ re.sid” by 60 per cent. 
Residual fuel oil sells for around five cents a 
gallon 
The effective import duty, now only about \ 
cent a gallon, was around 12 cent until reduced bv 
reciprocal 
tariff 
agreements. 
Im ports 
have 
been 
steadily increasing.

Mistreating A 
Damaged Heart 


The heart is able to withstand 
more abuse than most of our vital 
organs. It successfully resists most 
infections and continues to work 
untiringly after years and years of 
service. 
Most of our 
manmade 
motors 
would 
break 
under 
the 
strain of a comparable amount of 
wear and tear. 
The old pump also is tricky and 
may 
fail 
considerably 
before 
it 
cries for help. This is particularly 
true if it is forced 
to 
o v e r c o m e 
a 
handicap such as leakage or 
other defects of the valves. When 
in trouble, the organ enlarges to 
deliver the goods; but there is a 
limit 
to 
this 
because 
muscles 
stretch only so far. 


When I was in high school one 
of our top athletes played baseball 
and football without anyone's sus­ 
pecting that he had a heart condi­ 
tion. After I became a physician 
and was called to see hun when 
he deveined pneumonia. I learn­ 
ed the farts of his case. It was 
difficult to convince him that he 
should stop his shenanigans and 
quit playing ball because of his 
heart disturbance. He argued: “ M y 
heart has never bothered me. All 
during high school I was told that 
something would happen if I did 
not drop out of sports but I'm 
sure if my ticker was that bad I 
could never have been as athletic 
as I was. Physicians are alarmists 
arid much more pessimistic than 
they need be ” 
While 
examining 
this 
man’s 
lungs I also went over his heart 
There were murmurs galore and 
the structure was enlarged. I add­ 
ed my name to the list of physi­ 
cians who warned him not to in­ 
dulge in strenuous physical activ­ 
ity. Four months later his heart 
gave way and shortly therafter he 
died This is not an unusual story 
because 
these 
n»ri-blonded 
boys 
cannot bo convinc<*d of the need to 
curb their activities. It is a deli­ 
cate subject. On the fine hand, 
when the consequences of a bad 
heart arp stressed too much the 
individual becomes overly concern­ 
ed and neurotic; the ensuing anx­ 
iety often creates as much dis­ 
ability 
as 
an 
advanced 
cardiac 
condition. On the other, when the 
disorder is j**oh-poohed the cardiac 
throws all caution to the winds. 
The answer lies between these ex­ 
tremes and because we all differ 
in our ability to adjust, the prob­ 
lem must be handled on an indi­ 
vidual basis. It is here that the 
old family doctor had tile advan­ 
tage because he knew the person­ 
ality of all his patients. 


There is only one way to beat 
the heart at its own game. An an­ 
nual examination plus a chest X- 
ray will be needed to determine 
whether or not the old pump is en­ 
larging. If there is no change, there 
is no need for concern. But when 
enlargement is continuing the own­ 
er must be doing too much and 
he ought to slow down. This does 
not mean that all activity should 
cease, 
with 
ensuing 
invalidism. 
For some, running or climbing two 
flights of stairs is tats*) but walk­ 
ing up aud downstairs is permit­ 
ted. M y high school classmate, for 
example, would be alive today if 
he had acted like an adult rather 
than a foolish boy. Rut he could 
not develop an interest in noncom­ 
petitive sports.

W ASHINGTON — The American 
people were denied by the Truman- 
Acheson administration not only 
the truth about a serious shortage 
of ammunition for the troops in 
Korea but the important fact that 
the steel strike of a year ago 
played a 
vital part in bringing 
about that shortage. 
Notwithstanding this tragic, oc­ 
currence, union-labor leaders are 
urging the repeal of the provisions 
of the present law which permit the 
government to seek injunctions in 
the courts to require continuous 
operation of plants for at least an 
80-day period in a national emer­ 
gency, 
Walter Reuther, head of the CIO, 
testified before the House Commit­ 
tee on Labor here on March 12 
last as follows: 


“ There 
have 
not 
been 
many 
strikes in our entire history which 
have had a seriously disabling ef­ 
fect on our economy. These strikes 
are very rare indeed. 
“ Just the other day Mr. David 
Cole, the present head of the Fed­ 
eral 
Conciliation 
and 
Mediation 
Service, declared, 
and 
I quote: 
‘There has been no strike in the 
last dozen years which truly threat­ 
ened the national welfare’." 
What do Messrs. Reuther and 
Cole think it is necessary to do bj 
way of damage before the "na 
tional 
welfare" 
is 
threatened? 
Would {he killing of a lot of Ameri­ 
can boys in Korea as a result of 
a shortage of ammunition be a 
“ threat to the national w elfare"? 
Quote* General Clark 
The parents and relatives of boys 
brought home from Korea in cas­ 
kets — some 23.000 boys have been 
killed in Korea — might think any­ 
thing that affects the war there ad­ 
versely, like an ammunition short­ 
age. could be considered a threat 
to national morale as well as to 
the lives of all boys in the Far 
Eastern war whose safety is jeo­ 
pardized. 
Here is what General 
Van Fleet told the Senate Armed 
Services Committee on March IO. 
“ Under date of September 3, 
1952. I was informed in a message 
from General Mark Clark, and I 
quote: 
“ ‘Steel strike has seriously re­ 
duced the amount of ammunition 
being received on new production. 
Present estimates are that approx­ 
imately 37 per cent of artillery 
ammunition 
production 
for 
1952 
has been lost. 
The above-listed 
ammunition are the most critical 
type. 
All ammunition containing 
sizeable quantities of steel are af­ 
fected and expenditure should be 
reviewed accordingly’.” 
Four days after receiving that 
message. General Van Fleet sent 
a telegram to all his field com­ 
manders ordering them to be care­ 
ful in expending ammunition, and 
he said: 
“ In a recent message, the De­ 
partment of the Army has advised

that the last steel strike has seri­ 
ously affected ammunition produc­ 
tion and forecasts a joss of 37 per 
cent in artillery ammunition pro­ 
duction for 1952.'’ 


Then General Van Fleet told his

quire above-normal expenditure of 
ammunition.

production would adversely affect 
the defense program. 
But. even 
with the strike in progress, he de­ 
clined nevertheless to use the pow­ 
ers which Congress formally re­ 
quested him to employ. 
As a con­ 
sequence, the unlawful seizure of 
the steel plants which he ordered 
in April 1952 was reversed by tho 
Supreme Court. There was a long 
interruption 
in 
production. 
Tho 
full efforts of the fiasco are only 
now being revealed. 


Had Barter Arrangement 
Just why Mr. Truman refused to 
use the 80-day injunction provisions 
was never explained by him except 
with the argument that the union 
said it had already waited 80 days 
beyond its contract period — as if 
what the union thought was moro 
important 
than 
national 
welfare 
considerations. 
It has been dis­ 
closed that the late Phil Murray, 
head of the CIO. entered into a 
barter arrangement with President 
Truman 
whereby, 
if 
the 
strike 
were postponed for a few weeks 
ea y 
in 
1952. 
the 
government 
would not use the Taft-Hartlev Act 
provisions. Such a deal is unheard 
of in the history of American gov­ 
ernment, because it means that 
the maneuvers of a private organi­ 
zation — a labor union — in its 
efforts to win a negotiation with 
employers were deemed more im­ 
portant than the national welfare. 
Yet, in the face of these facts, 
there are labor leaders today try­ 
ing again to persuade the Congress 
to abandon the present safeguards 
which provide for court injunctions 
when the national welfare is threat­ 
ened. 
These provisions of law art* 
discretionary with a President at 
present but, after the story of th# 
ammunition shortage in Korea, th# 
Congress may feel it desirable to 
consider seriously whether or not 
such provisions should be mad# 
mandatory. 
Only by such a com­ 
pulsory provision of law can am­ 
munition and other serious short­ 
ages in wartime be prevented from 
happening 
as 
a 
consequence of 
labor-management disputes.

Miami University, Oxford, Ohio, 
told the Rotary Club that Amer­ 
icans should 
help 
to 
safeguard 
their freedom of the press. 
Wright spoke at the weekly lun­ 
cheon session of Rotary at noon 
at Central YMCA yesterday. 
"We have the world’s greatest 
press and it is great because it 
has nearly 
unlimited 
freedom,” 
Wright said 
"One of the first steps taken by 
Hitler and Mussolini when they 
came into power was to clamp the 
lid of censorship on the press and 
make it print only what they want­ 
ed the people to know. 
"Heron is doing the same thing 
in Argentina, x x x And press free­ 
dom is threatened in other South 
American countries which are fol­ 
lowing Peron’s example,” he add­ 
ed. 
"When Truman, a year ago, said 
he had the power to seize the press 
and the radio, it awakened the 
people to the fact that there is 
always the danger of losing their 
freedom,” he continued. 


"Let us, the public, not permit 
Truman or Eisenhower or any of 
their successors to take away our 
press freedom because it, above 
all, protects our other freedoms. 
Once it is gone, other freedoms will 
disappear. 
"It is time that we realize that 
I freedom of the press is not just the 
power of a few editors and publish­ 
ers to print the facts. It is the 
right of the public to know what 
is going on in their government, 
whether it be at the local level. 
the state level or in Washington. 
Arid it would be well, too, if it 
would reach the international level. 
In other words, the world would 
be better off if we could penetrate 
the Iron Curtain, let the people be­
